Newark has reviewed the files maintained on all 
individuals either mentioned in testimony or called upon 
to appear before the HCUA eltlier in the executiire session 
held in Jxine and July, of 1958 and the open session held 
in September, 1958. 

Bureau instructions have been complied with 
by the submission of letters to the Bureau under individual 
case captions stating that in all bat four cases the 
Bureau was in possession of the information furnished to 
the ECUA during the hearings, that the individuals had 
been subjects of security investigations and th.e Bureau 
advised regarding Newark's recommendation as to the 
advisability of interview or reinterview.

The Communist apparatus in the United States is more treacherous, , 
and in some respects, a greater menace than ever before, the House Committee on 
Un-Americsui Activities declared in its Annual Report for 1958# made public today. 

The strength and danger of conanvmism must not be judged by the number of , 
formal members in the Communist Party, the Committee -vrarned, noting that Conmunist 
Party membership has declined in the past several years . 

The Committee quoted Armanda Penha, an FBI undercover operative in the 
Communist Party from I95O until his appearance before the Committee in the Spring 
of 1958; who testified that the Communist Party "is not interested in numbers; it 
is interested in quality. In fact, as a resvilt of most resignations and expulsions, 
the Party has strengthened itself in removing weak links. The Party consists of 
hard-core, vell-organized, efficient group of Cooaaiunists." « 

The Communist organizational structure today, the report continues, is 
made up of the traditional underground or illegal apparatus euad the above ground, 
"legsal" organization which actually operates on three levels; 

(a) An open surface organization (much smaller than in the past) . 

(b) A semiTonderground organization, made up of the bvilk of its 
ranlE«and-f He members vhe> meet secretly but operate above ground 
individually and as ostensible non-Coammists. 

(c) A group coaposed, for the most part, isf Isey fimctionaries 
and leaders vho have gone, and remain, deeply underground. 

The report lists a number of the current activities of the above grovuad 
Communist Party, including regular publication of over two dozen Communist 
periodicals, operation of two Communist publishing houses, and a chain of book- 
stores Tdiich seive as propaganda distributing arms of the Party. In addition, 
the report cbntinues, the above ground Communist Party controls numerous front 
organizations. 

In summarizing its work during the past year, the Committee stated that 
it held nine major hearings, ten consultations, and issued ten special reports. 
Over t*OG thousand copies of these reports and hearings were distributed by the 
Committee during 1958* ±n addition to I36 thousand copies of Comnittee documents 
printed in previous years . In addition, in response to requests from Members of 
Congress, the Conanittee prepared 1,300 written reports on individuals and organiza- 
tions on whom there ms infoxmation in Committee files'.

In its current legislative recommendatibhs, the Committee urges 
Congressional action to ti^ten passport procedures stating that unrestricted 
travel on tbe part of persons associated with -the .-Communist movement "presents 
a real deterrent to the successful prosecution of the foreiga policy of this 
country and to the very security of the Naiibn*" 

Pointing out that over 2? million individual pieces of foreign 
Communist propaganda have entered this country frbm 1955 to 1958, and that 
an estimated 10 million pieces entered during the past year^ the Committee 
virged amendment of the Foreign Agents Registration Act to compel the labeling 
of such material. 

,The report also contains a series of recommendations for legislation 
relating to fespionage, sabotage, and other subversive activity.
